Letters Bare Unyielding Stand 
Of Church In Germany; Extolled 
By Pontiff As Example Of Virtue 


Washington, Oct. 15—(NC)—Two letters, written more 
than four years ago, the texts of which have become avail- 
able in this country, demonstrate strikingly how the Church 
in Germany has braved persecution and the threat of schism 
in a spirit of courage and unwavering devotion to the Rock 
of Peter, a spirit which the Holy Father, in return, extolled 


as “a singular example of Christian‘ 
virtue worthy of all honor” and in- 
terpreted as a guarantee “that your 
fortitude of soul, often reaching 
astonishing heights, will not fail” 
in steering the Church in the Reich 
toward the light. 


The two documents are a letter 
dated June 24, 1941, which the Ger- 
man Bishops addressed to His Holi- 
ness Pope Pius XII on the first day 
of their annual meeting at the 
Tomb of St. Boniface in Fulda, and 
the Holy Father’s reply, dated Sep- 
tember 8, 1941. 


(At this meeting, the German 
Bishops issued a joint Pastoral, 
spurious accounts of which were 
broadcast by DNB, official nazi 
news agency. An authentic digest 
of the Pastoral, and, several months 
later, its complete text were made 
available to the Catholic Press in 
this country through N.C.W.C, 
News Service).

Notre Dame Gets 
$1,000,000 For 
Science Fund 
Peter Reilly’s Gift 


is The Largest In 
University’s History 


Notre Dame, Ind., Oct 15 — 
(NC)— A gift of $1,000,000 has 
been presented to the University 
of Notre Dame by Peter €. Reilly 
president of the Reilly Tar an 
Chemical Corporation, of Indiana- 
polis, it was announced today by 
the Very Rev. J. Hugh O’Donnell, 
C.S.C., President of the University. 
The contribution, largest single 
gift in the history of the univers- 
ity, is to be known as the P. C. 
Reilly Science Fund. 


It is to be an endowment. Mr. 
Reilly has specified that the in- 
come be used only in the field of 
chemistry and chemical engineer- 
ing, in the following manner: (a) 
One annual fellowship of $1,000 
awarded to the outstanding lay 
member of the graduating class 
in chemistry or chemical engineer- 
ing departments of the University; 
(b) Four anrual graduate non- 
teaching fellowships in chemistry 
or chemical engineering of $1,000 
each for graduates of chemistry or 
chemical engineering from Notre 
Dame or schools other than Notre 
Dame, and, (c) $5,000 annually as 
an honorarium to an outstanding 
chemist or chemical engineer for 
a one-semester series of lectures 
at the University. 


Contributions To Chemistry 


At the end of eight years, the 
number of annual graduate non- 
teaching fellowships shall be in- 
creased as the income from the 
fund increases. In the fiftieth year 
of the fund, the income from the 
accumulated capital fund shall be 
divided equally, 50 percent to be 
used for fellowships and lectures, 
and 50 per cent to be added to the 
capital fund. 


The terms of the gift further 
provide that when the capital fund 
reaches $5,000,000 the University 
shall have full use of the income, 
unqualified, except that it be used 
in the field of chemistry and other 
sciences. 


Mr. Reilly, a member of Notre 
Dame’s board of lay trustees since 
1934, has long been a pioneer in 
the development of coal tar pro- 
ducts. It is. Mr. Reilly’s hope 
that his gift will enable Notre 
ame to take its place among the 
leaders of the world of chemistry.

Department of Journalism at the 
University of Notre Dame since 
1913, died suddenly at his home in 
South Bend early this morning 
Death was caused by a heart .at- 
tack. 

Funeral services will be held 
Thursday morning in St. Patrick’s 
Church in South Bend, with burial 
in Highland cemetery. 

Dr. Cooney would have been 71 
years old on November 2. He 
was born in Louisville, Kentucky, 

1874, and spent his entire adult

ted from St. Mary’s University, 
Baltimore, in 1895, he received his 
Master’s Degree from that Uni- 
versity the following year, and 
immediately entered upon a teach-

Dublin, Oct. 13 —(NC)— His 
Eminence Joseph Cardinal Mae- 
Rory, 84-year-old Archbishop of 
Armagh and Primate of All-Ire- 
land, died suddenly today in Arm- 
agh. 

Despite his advanced age, Car- 
dinal MacRoy, who was the 110th 
successor of St. Patrick im the Pri- 
matial See, had been active up un- 
til his death. He had taken his 
customary walk before retiring 
last night. Stricken suddenly this 
morning, the Cardinal succumbed 


His death reduces the membership 
of the College of Cardinals to 38. 
Just a month ago Cardinal Mac- 
Roy observed the sixtieth jubilee 
of his ordination to the priesthood. 
The oceasion was one of whole- 
hearted rejoicing in his See city 
and week-long ceremonies marked 
the event. The Cardinal was the 
recipient of congratulatory mes- 
sages from His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII and from dignitaries of 
Church and State in all parts of 
the world. - 
Censidered Retiring 

When he was presented with a 
jubilee gift by the laity of his 
Archdiocese, Cardinal MacRory 
disclosed that he had been con- 
sidering either requesting retire- 
ment or asking for the services 
of a younger man as his Coadju- 
tor. 

The son of an Ulster farmer, 
Cardinal MacRory was one in a 
family of ten children. He was 
born at Ballygawley. in County 
Tyrone. His father died when he 
was six years old. After his pri- 
mary education, the future Car- 
dinal entered St. Patrick’s Sem- 
inary to make his studies for the 
priesthood, which he completed at 
St. Patrick’s College, Maynooth, 
and was ordained on September 13, 
885 


He was elevated to the Epis- 
copacy and consecrated Bishop of 
wn and Connor on November 
14, 1915. He was translated to 
the Archdiocese of Armagh on June 
27, 1928, and was created a Car- 
dinal on December 16, 1929. 

In recent years Cardinal Mac- 
Rory was an outspoken advocate 
of justice and freedom for Poland. 
On many occasions he stated pub- 
licly that if the Polish nation were 
not accorded her full rights, the 
future peace of the world would 
be gravely endangered.

IFFERENT readers have sent 

us clippings from local news- 
papers in which it is reported that 
Dr. Wilhelm Hoegner, newly ap- 
pointed Minister-President of Ba- 
varia, is a Socialist and no friend 
of Christianity.

WE have no interest in securing 
federal aid for parish schools. 
If we actually were just one-tenth 
as active in an effort to procure 
such aid as enemies of the Church 
are to prevent the grant of it, we 
might conceivably get it. 


But those who hold that it would 
be unjust for the federal or state 
governments to pay out money for 
the —_ ort of the education of 
the chi a i in whatever schools meet 
the state standards—public or pri- 
vate—do not take into account 


}how much more unjust it is to tax 


for the support of the public schools 
those who do not patronize them, 
but operate an equally good sys- 
tem of their own. 

It might be unjust for the state 
to support the teaching of religion 
in the private schools, but that’ 
was never contemplated even by the 
isolated advocates of aid to the 
private schools. 

The law of practically every 
State requires the child to attend 
school until its fourteenth, or six- 
teenth or eighteenth birthday. It 
requires the schools to meet a cer- 
tain standard of efficiency. The 
Supreme Court of the United 
States has decreed that since the 
schools are expected to take the 
place of parents, parents have a 
right to send their children to any 
school whose secular curriculum 
standards are satisfactory. 

Education taxes are computed 
in relation to the cost per child in 
the kindergarten, in the elementary 
school and in the high school. If 
the tax rate is based on the cost 
per child, then any aid which the 
State would give to a private school 
would actually be an allotment te 
the child which it compels to at- 
tend school. Justice requires that 
this allotment be made, no matter 
which legal school the child might 
attend.

“On seeing almost with Our own 
eyes that you continue to acclaim 
the Virgin of Guadalupe as your 
Mother and Queen, we raise Our 
eyes to Heaven and give thanks to 
the Author of all good, because in 
this. love and in this fidelity We 
wish to see the guarantee of the 
conversion of your faith. For this 
Faith, Catholic Mexicans, your 
brothers and fathers were victims 
of persecution, and to defend it they 
faced death without vacillating, 
with the double cry of ‘Long live 
Christ the King’, ‘Long live the Vir- 
gin of Guadalupe.’ ” 

Recalling that over three cen- 
turies have passed since the day in 
which “the Sweet Mother of Te- 
peyac began to receive the homages 
of the Catholics of Mexico and of 
all Arfierica on the throne chosen 
by her,” the Pontiff said: “And you 
have kept her in the center of your 
hearts and repeatedly proclaimed 
her your Lady and Patron,” dedi- 
cating to her “a hermitage, then a 
chapel, afterwards a temple and 
finally a magnificent Basilica.” 


In conclusion the Holy Father 
said: “Hail, oh Virgin of Guada- 
lupe! We, to whom the admirable 
disposition of Providence confided, 
without taking into account our un- 
worthiness, the sacred treasure of 
Divine Wisdom on earth for the 
salvation of all souls, We once 
again today place on your brow the 
crown which places forever under 
your powerful patronage the purity 
and the integrity of the Holy Faith 
in Mexico and in all of the Ameri- 
can Continent, because we are sure 
that as long as you are recognized 
as Queen and as Mother, America 
and Mexico will be saved. 

“May the Apostolic Benediction, 
which We give with all our heart, 
be at the present moment a pledge 
of our desires.”

Yet, they continue, “all these) 
me@sures are a beginning. Far more 
significant is the intention forth- 
with to establish a national church 
for all Germany, which is certain- 
ly to be independent not only of 
Rome, but of Christ and a personal 
God. We may not yet be ist pases 
of their program; but the measures 
introduced thus far in Germany 
and, much more, those introduced 
in the recently acquired eastern 
and western territories allow us to 
surmise something of what is in 
store for the Catholic Church in 
Germany, once the “National 
Church” is established in the prob- 
ably not distant future.” 

“The situation, Holy Father, is 
critical in the extreme,” the Bishops 
continue. “The attack is launched 
with force. What is the defense 
to be? Abundant are the arms of 
the enemy, the Church seems to 
be almost without weapons. And 
yet we may not, we will not lose 
heart, for God and the whole heav- 
enly army are our allies. We 
know that the enemy can advance 
only so far as God permits. Be- 
sides, we are fighting for the truth. 
In the long run, that triumphs for 
itself,” 

Then they explain the measures 
taken by the German Episcopate to 
continue’ spiritual ministrations 
“within the limits of the recent re- 
strictions” and to show the faith- 
ful of today “what faith in a per- 
sonal God and faith in the Re- 
deemer means for them, what it 
has meant for Germany during all 
the centuries of her history.” The 
Bishops express their determina- 
tion to combat the schism resulting 
from attempts to found a national 
church. 

“We shall arm ourselves,” the 
Bishops write, “with this resolve; 
We stand loyal, loyal to God and 
the Redeemer, loyal to the Church 
and its Supreme Head, come what 
may. We shall teach our faithful 
to stand loyal even when the hori- 
zon is blackest, and to persevere 
until the sun of Christ’s peace 
shines again over our country.” 

Faith in God is too deeply rooted 
in the hearts of the German people 
and “love of the Church has too 
strong a hold on millions to allow 
the Church in Germany to be de- 
stroyed even under the heaviest 
pressure,” the Bishops write, as- 
suring the Holy Father that “the 
loyalty of millions to Christ is al- 
ready shining with a brighter light 
then before; their unwavering faith 
has grown stronger under oppres- 
sion.” 

Begging the Holy Father’s bless- 
ing, the German Bishops-conclude 
as follows: » 

“With your Holiness we cry to 
heaven for a peace that will assure 
to all peoples in measure overflow- 
ing the rich blessings of Christ.” 


In His reply, Pope Pius XII as- 
sures the German Bishops that he 
always shares their cares and 
anxieties. “Although now in Ger- 
many,” the Pontiff writes, “there 
rages the slow martyrdom of Con- 
fessors rather than the quickly ac- 
complished consummation of the 
Martyr, it is not on that account a 
less sé€rious persecution: for im- 
mense forces are at work, with 
elaborate sagacity and untiring 

rsistence, to snatch away from 
Christ the souls that were redeemed 
by His sufferings. . 

“Indeed,” the Pope continues, 
“such cleverly organized schemes 
against religion are all the more to 
be feared for the more subtle art 
and the greater insidiousness em- 
ployed in the effort to deprive the 
generous sons of Germany entirely 
of nourishment for their faith.” 

The Holy Father “heartily ap- 
proves” of the measures taken by 
the German Bishops for the preser- 
vation of the faith in Germany,

While Catholics operate their own 
schools more than one-half of all 
Catholic children are in the public 
schools, and they constitute the 
largest single religious organiza- 
tion group in most State Univer- 
sities. The University of Illinois 
has more than one thousand Cath- 
olic students. This being true, it 
is certainly not out of place for 
the Catholic Bishop to remind his

WHEN a Priest goes to the altar 
to begin the celebration of 
Mass, he opens a large book called 
the Missal or Massbook. It is the 
book which contains all the prayers 
which are recited in the offering of 
the Holy Sacrifice, together with a 
complete set of rubrics or direc- 
tions for the proper reading of 
each Mass. Both the prayers and 
the rubrics are in Latin; and be- 
cause of this, the contents of the 
Missal have in the past been more 
or less of a mystery even to well- 
instructed Catholics. This situation 
need no longer exist, however, for 
there are now a number of fine 
translations available, and certain- 
ly everyone ought to have a copy 
in his possession. 


And yet, the mere possession of 
a Missal for purposes of occasion- 
al study and examination, is not 
nearly enough. The Church desires 
that we become thoroughly familiar 
with its arrangement and that we 
use it consistently every time we 
assist at her daily oblation. I'll 
even go so far and say that this is 
no longer a matter of choice but 
a duty and a matter of obligation. 
For, whenever we are present at 
Mass, we are far more than an au- 
dience in the ordinary sense of 
that word. Actually, as members 
of His Mystical Body, we are the 
direct participants in every action 
that Christ performs, and because 
of this intimate association, we can- 
not properly assist Him in the of- 
fering of the August Sacrifice of 
Himself unless we say in unison 
with Him, the prayers that are an 
essential part of that Sacrifice. 


In other words, we cannot prop- 
erly assist at Holy Mass without a 
Missal. To recite other prayers, 
no matter how good in themselves, 
is pretty much the same as- our 
refusing to listen to the other per- 
son with whom we are engaged in 
a conversion. If that person hap- 
pens to be a distinguished individ- 
ual, even though human, the dis- 
respect would be shocking. Who 
then can measure the disrespect to 
God, if while engaged in offering 
the Holy Mass with Him we, who 
are the active participants in the 
Sacrifice, refuse to join in the es- 
sential prayers necessary to it.

Call it enthusiasm, call it 
eall it anything you like. It is not 
the wild-eyed eagerness that marks 
the pursuit of something you long 
for. It is not a pushing and shov- 
ing and making a great deal of fuss 
about something. It is rather the 
quiet interest of a boy taking a 
clock apart to see what makes it 
gro. 

Some things are interesting be- 
cause they are attractive, others 
because they are important, at- 
tractive or not. Books, for instance, 
can be in either class. Some books 
you read avidly because the story 
draws your interest. Others you 
read avidly perhaps, but with as 
much interest because you know 
you have to read them. Like books 
of rules and regulations. 


The talks of an instructor telling 
you how to take a machine gun 
apart might have been very boring 
but you listened as you never did 
in your school days. And often in 
the succeeding months you were 
glad you had listened so hard. In 
many cases it meant the difference 
between a cross on your chest and 
another cross in a foreign ceme- 
tery. 

For the survival of your soul 
there are spiritual weapons you 
must master, there are shrewd and 
calculating enemies who would 
make a fool of you. And you can- 
not end the problem by dropping 
atomic bombs on them. The conse- 
quence is that you must learn the 
know-how of the war of the spirit. 
No frenzied zeal is needed. It is 
not even wanted.

And Honesty 


The second of the tools that you 
must provide is HONESTY. There 
is not much need to discuss with an 
American the ingredients of hon- 
esty.

We know that hon- 
esty, fundamentally, is nothing 
more than the capacity to face an 
issue and recognize conclusions. 
Just the old American custom of 
calling a spade a spade. Such 
straightforwardness is a_ direct 
product of a correct conscience, a 
Catholic conscience. If we should 
sin, we call it sin without all the 
subterfuge of painting it various 
colors to get it to look like some- 
thing else. With such honesty the 
soul can get somewhere in making 
plans for itself. Without it any 
soul-planning is hopeless.

Maj. Gen. Arnold 


Bishop Ready Says — 
Church’s Enemies Always 
Aimed Blows At Clergy 


New York, Oct. 12 —(NC) — 
From the beginning of the 
Church’s history, men who have 
recognized in her “the champion 
of principles which they wished 
to circumvent were always eager 
to strike at the center. of the 
Church’s strength—her unity as 
expressed in the leadership of her 
Hierarchy,” declared. the Most 
Rev. Michael J. Ready, Bishop of 
Columbus, in his sermon at the 
consecration of the Most Rev. Wil- 
liam R. Arnold as Titular Bishop 
of Phocaea and Delegate of the 
Military Ordinariate, in St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral here yesterday. 

Bishop Arnold is the first priest 
in this nation’s history to attain 
the rank of Major General in the 
United States Army. His conse- 
eration came five days before his 
retirement from the Army after 
more than 32 years of service. 
The consecrating prelate was the 
Most Rey. Francis J. Spellman, 
Archbishop of New York and Vicar 
of the Military Ordinariate. Co- 
consecrators were the Most Rev. 
John F. Noll, Bishop of Fort 
Wayne, and the Most Rev. John 
F. O’Hara, C.S.C., Bishop of Buf- 
falo, whom Bishop Arnold suc- 
eeeds in the Military Ordinariate. 

Besides the Episcopal officers of 
the ceremonies, an Archbishop, 26 
Bishops and a Benedictine Abbot 
were present and took part in the 
colorful pontifical procession at- 
tending the consecration ceremony. 
A host of Monsignori, 135 chap- 
lains of the nation’s armed forces, 
and hundreds of other priests and 
Religious also were present, as 
well as many high officials of the 
armed forces. 

Among the 2,000 persons in the 
congregation were a (ethodist 
Bishop, several Jewish Rabbis. the 
heads of the Army and Navy 
Chaplain Corps, and a delegation 
of officers from all branches of the 
United States military service.

Since the country is entirely bar- 
ren of usable vegetation and there 
are no trees and no possibility of 
cultivation, all food-stuffs, cloth- 
ing and building materials as well 
as fuel, including light, tools and 
other instruments, not to mention 
the myriad household necessities 
have to be transported from far- 
distant lands: viz., Lower Canada, 
the U. S. or England. Shipping 
aven from Lower Canada entails a 
sea-voyage of some 4000 miles or 
more to reach several of the far- 
thest mission stations. (The dis- 
tance by air would be about half 
that figure). 

Due to the fact that even the 
sea is frozen and blocked effectively

eleven or in places even for twelve 
months of the year, the necessary 
consequence is that some of the 
missions often go for a stretch of 
several years without receiving any 
of the supplies that are so essen- 


The mail, like other things, comes 
once a year when and if the ship 
arrives. Fresh vegetables and 
fruit are unknown except for a very 
short period after ship-time, and 
that is with a proviso that they are 
not spoiled in transit due to the 
long voyage; as a matter of fac- 
tual experience they are actually 
spoiled about as often as not. 

So much in brief for transporta- 
tion of necessities into the country 
“from outside’ as we commonly 
say up there.

sloop, in condition by cleaning, 
scraping, repairing, caulking, paint- 
ing and general reconditioning of 
the hull which inevitably suffers 
from the ravages of an arctic win- 
ter and from lying dry on the shore 
in summer while there is still too 
much ice floating around to leave 
her safely in the water. I will 
have to hire a dependable crew of 
Eskimos to handle the boat, see 
about provisions for the trip in 
matter of food, ammunitno, the var- 
ious tools of the hunt such as 
buoys, spears, raw-hide lines, ete. 
and perhaps gasoline for the motor 
if I am lucky enough to have a 
motor that will deign to run when 
properly coaxed. Then sometime in 
September, when and if everything 
is about right, we load up and 
shove off, not to visit the “neighbor- 
ing padre” but merely to go on a 
walrus hunt to try and get suffi- 
cient dog-food so as to keep the 
pack in proper shape and be able to 
feed them sufficiently during the 
proposed trip next winter. 


(I laugh out loud when you sug- 
gest: “Why not crank up the car 
and just buzz over there some eve- 
ning for supper?” You see there 
are no roads and very little land 
that is smooth and dry and hard 
enough to allow travel of that sort, 
at least not in the so-called sum- 
mertime; however, I hope later to 
explore the possibilities of winter 
travel by means of some sort of 
mechanized land-borne or rather 
snow-borne vehicle.) 


The Lord Provides 
A White Roadway 


Well we wait along through the 
early part of the winter until the 
Good Lord again lays down the 
clean white roadway all over the 
face of the earth; we watch the 
lakes and marshes and rivers freeze 
over and cover up with snow which 
in turn is whipped by the wind into 
the finest powder and then frozen 
into a solid mass in the Creator’s 
own quick-freeze unit. And still 
we wait—because the days are now 


five hours of daylight in the more 
southern regions of the country, it 
would be impossible for the team 
of dogs to pull enough feed to see 
them over such a long, long trail. 
So we wait until at least mid-Feb- 
ruary or even until March when 
the days are about twice that long, 
so that for the same load of feed 
we can travel about twice as far.

Old Indianapolis Family 

His great-grandfather was one of 
the first settlers of Indianapolis. 
His mother’s name was Sullivan. 
He was graduated with highest 
honors from St. John’s High School. 
He attended St. Xavier's Univer- 
sity at Cincinnati and St. Mary’s 
College in Kansas. In 1912, at the 
age of 21, he was admitted to the 
har in Indianapolis and in the same 
year editor of The Carpenter, or- 
gan of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners, then the 
largest union im the A. F. of L. 
For a year he was associated with 
the Bureau of the Catholic Central 
Verein at St. Louis, and from 1915 
to 1920 he was secretary of the St. 
Louis Civic League. For some time 
he served as secretary to the Fed- 
era] Electric Railway Commission 
and assisted Delos F. Wileox in 
preparing a report. 

In the 20s, Mr. Budenz was en- 
gaged in organizing a great num- 
ber of strikes, including among 
them one at Kenosha, Wis., during 
which labor won the injunction bat- 
tle in the courts, and the Auto-Lite 
strike in Toledo, which opened the 
way for labor organization in the 
automotive industry. 


Joined Communists In 1935 

He joined the Communist Party 
in 1935 when the formation of the 
Popular Front was announced, and 
became labor editor and later man- 
aging editor of The Daily Worker. 
He has written many pamphlets on 
labor problems and was affiliated 
with many organizations and ac- 
tivities under communist auspices. 
In 1986 he was a communist candi- 
date in the Congressional elections. 


It is against this background that 
Mr. Budenz’ statement on his re- 
turn to the Church gains particular 
significance: “Reason and faith 
have led me to this happy step. 
In a storm-tossed world, the Cath- 
olic Church is the great rock upon 
which human beings can find refuge 
and a tower of strength. From St. 
Peter to Pius XII the Papacy has 
brought light to mankind, and de- 
spite all the pulls and tugs of his- 
tory has continued in its divine mis- 
sion. The voice of Catholicism is 
the guide to the winning of real 
peace, The privilege of returning to 
the Sacraments is one to be deeply 
prized; it is, after a long journey, 
the true returning home.”

realized, when we left home that 
in Our Own poor way we could add 
to the glory of Christ in this far 
off land. 


“Recently we went into a new 
area, and put up a camp. Our first 
thought was of attending Mass so 
we inquired the way to the nearest 
mission. A Native directed us 
down a trail with the information 
that, a mile or so down the way, we 
would find a Priest. The Natives 
here have quite an amusing sense 
of distance. Before we reached our 
destination we had traveled through 
about five miles of swamps, rivers 
and various other impediments of 
nature. In fact, when we did come 
in sight of the mission, we looked 
a sight and only a very observing 
man would take us for Americans. 


“The Mission was just a smal) 
group of buildings dominated by a 
really beautiful little Church. The 
Natives had put up the edifice using 
only materials close at hand. During 
the Mass the choir, directed by one 
of the Sisters sang several hymns. 
Even though we could not under- 
stand the language we could easily 
recognize the old hymns many of 
us had sung at home. At Holy 
Communion it was most edifying 
to see soldiers and Natives kneeling 
side by side, to receive the Master 
Who comes to one and all. Deep 
down in our hearts, we felt a com- 
radeship that springs from a Faith 
greater than color or race, time or 
place. 


“After Mass we spent a very en- 
joyable afternoon visiting with the 
Priest and the Sisters. Our hearts 
went out to them, awed by their 
spirit of self sacrifice in carrying on 
the work of Christ under such hard- 
ships. If only the people at home 
would realize that such Saints as 
these depend on their generosity 
for their very lives, I am sure 
Mission Sunday would have a great- 
er significance for them. I, for 
one, when I get back home, will 
surely double my contributions to 
so worthy a cause.”

“The great- 
est problem in coping with juvenile 
problems,” Burns declared, “is the 
moral unpreparedness of their 
elders.”
